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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  year  1918  is  notable  as  the  first  whole  year  of  our  prox- 
imity to  Camp  Devens.  The  proximity  of  the  cantonment  is  a 
very  important  factor  in  the  causation  of  communicable  disease 
in  our  town,  practically  all  of  our  communicable  disease  was 
traceable  to  the  soldiers  at  Camp  Devens  or  to  their  families 
resident  in  Shirley.  While  the  government,  through  its  public 
health  service,  showed  great  concern  for  the  good  health  of 
the  soldiers  in  our  army  and  was  zealous  in  their  efforts  to 
keep  them  free  from  infectious  diseases,  it  rested  with  the 
local  health  authorities  to  protect  the  members  of  the  com- 
munity. 

The  greatest  factor  in  conveying  communicable  disease  from 
the  cantonment  to  the  townspeople  was  undoubtedly  the  wives 
and  families  of  the  soldiers,  who,  while  exposed  to  the  same 
danger  of  infection  as  the  soldiers  themselves,  were  unlike  the 
soldiers,  not  under  military  discipline  and  were  free  to  come 
and  go  without  being  under  medical  surveillance. 

In  all  probability  this  condition  will  prevail  to  a  greater  or 
less  degree  while  the  government  maintains  a  military  post  at 
Camp  Devens.  This  means,  of  course,  greater  diligence  on 
the  part  of  the  local  health  authorities  and  a  greater  expense 
to  the  town  in  maintaining  a  proper  sanitation. 

The  most  serious  disease  with  which  we  have  had  to  deal 
with  here  has  been  influenza,  with  its  serious  complications,  of 
which  pneumonia  was  the  most  common  and  most  fatal.  The 
outbreak  began  here  shortly  after  its  appearance  at  Camp 
Devens,  and  although  the  number  of  resulting  fatalities  was 
comparatively  small,, the  whole  number  of  cases  Avas,  as  nearly 
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as  it  is  possible  to  ascertain,  between  400  and  500  cases.  The 
fact  that  the  epidemic  was  nearly  over  when  the  disease  was 
made  a  reportable  one  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  is 
responsible  for  the  comparatively  small  number  of  cases  re- 
ported to  us.  We  were  unable  to  obtain  outside  assistance  in 
combating  the  disease,  with  the  exception  of  two  volunteer 
nurses,  obtained  by  the  Samson  Cordage  Works  to  help  look 
after  their  ill  employes. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurse  rendered  us  valuable  assistance 
throughout  the  duration  of  the  epidemic.  The  work  performed 
by  her  during  this  critical  time  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  voters 
in  providing  for  her  employment.  First  of  April  we  employed 
Miss  Cathryn  Murnane  to  fill  the  place  of  Public  Healfh  Nurse, 
the  position  established  by  the  voters  at  the  last  annual  meet- 
ing, and  we  append  a  detailed  report  of  her  services  since  that 
time. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  infectious  diseases  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health  during  the  year  :  German  measles,  4 ;  scarlet 
fever,  4 ;  tuberculosis,  2 ;  mumps,  1 ;  infantile  paralysis,  1 ; 
measles,  72 ;  diphtheria,  3 ;  chicken-pox,  1 ;  whooping  cough,  3 ; 
epidemic  dysentary,  8;  pneumonia,  24,  and  influenza,  137. 
There  were 'registered  during  the  year  40  deaths  and  70  births.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Police  report  for  six  months  beginning  March  1,  1918,  and 
ending  Sept.  1,  1918 : 

Number  of  cases,  16;  drunks,  7.  Six  found  guilty,  one 
pleaded  guilty  and  was  discharged  by  the  court. 

Cruelty  to  animals,  2.  One  guilty  and  one  found  not  guilty 
after  counsel  pleaded  to  the  defendant.  Mr.  Wells  has  a  good 
reputation  in  Shirley  for  kindness  to  animals. 

Disturbing  the  peace,  3.  Found  not  guilty.  Complaints  by 
the  government  witnesses  told  on  the  stand  that  they  were 
awakened  and  had  to  get  out  of  bed  by  loud  talking  and  fight- 
ing at  1  o  'clock  on  a  Sunday  morning,  but  were  not  disturbed 
a  bit.   Lizzie  Shearer  and  Mr.  Mudget  were  the  complainants. 

Breaking  and  entering  building,  1.  Government  willing  to 
dismiss  complaint.  Counsel  for  the  defendant  insisted  on  trying 
the  case.  Government  case  not  strong  enough  after  hearing  evi- 
dence and  Judge  summing  up  evidence  informed  counsel  that 
he  came  very  near  making  a  mistake  by  trying  the  case,  and 
discharged  the  defendant.  One  man  of  Shirley  who  attends 
about  all  cases  at  court  expressed  his  opinion  that  he  was  guilty 
as  he  could  be. 

Gaming,  1.  Not  guilty.  Father  made  the  complaint  three 
weeks  before  to  me  that  his  boy  was  gaming  and  wanted  it 
stopped.  He  was  losing  all  his  money.  From  conversation 
with  boy  found  that  he  was  gaming  every  night.  He  lost 
every  cent  he  got  hold  of  and  he  was  in  debt  and  about  every 
boy  in  town  was  broke  from  the  same  work  and  men  were  beat- 
ing them  out  of  their  money. 

Incest,  1.  Guilty. 

Collecting  junk,  1. Guilty. 
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Operating  automobile  under  influence  of  liquor.  Defendant 
admitted  he  had  been  drinking.  Was  discharged  by  the  Court 
on  account  of  the  wife  and  children,  as  he  would  lose  his  license 
and  job  if  found  guilty.

We  have  had  only 
three  fires  of  much  consequence.  One  between  Clarke  Road 
and  Patterson  Road;  one  between  Patterson  and  Walker 
Roads,  and  one  in  Tophet  Swamp. 

We  have  had  several  small  ones.  Two  at  the  North,  one  at 
Woods  Village,  one  at  the  ball  park  and  three  between  the 
electric  road  and  the  Nashua  River.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


Gentlemen : 

I  regret  that  illness  makes  it  necessary  to  crave  your  indul- 
gence for  the  brevity  of  this  report.  I  shall  omit  details  of 
routine  character  and  take  up  those  aspects  of  the  educational 
problem  that  stand  forth  most  clearly  as  Nation-wide,  but 
affecting  the  work  of  the  smallest  school  systems. 

A  prominent  financier  who  is  the  head  of  a  New  York  bank- 
ing house  in  a  purely  financial  review  of  our  Country  says: 
"If  there  is  one  great  lesson  to  be  learned  from  this  terrible 
conflict,  it  is  that  it  matters  much  what  sort  of  ideals  a  Nation 
stands  for."  Such  a  statement  from  a  source  not  at  all  accus- 
tomed to  sentimentalism  cannot  but  emphasize  what  all  have 
felt,  the  tremendous  responsibility  resting  upon  all  institutions 
which  form  public  opinion.  And  among  these  the  school  must 
accept  its  full  share,  which  is  probably  the  largest  of  any. 
This  is  well  shown  in  the  following  statement  of  the  National 
Educational  Association,  the  authoritative  organization  of  the 
educators  of  this  Country  : — 

"  Education  is  the  means  through  which  democracy  estab- 
lishes social  justice.  In  a  democracy  where  majorities  both 
think  and  rule,  education,  however  fostered  and  guided  by 
leaders,  must  be  so  directed  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  all.  The 
fact  that  we  are  rapidly  approaching  the  time  when  the  masses 
of  the  people  will  assume  larger  control  of  the  affairs  of  govern- 
ment emphasizes  anew  the  responsibility  of  the  public  schools 
in  a  democracy. 

"The  program  of  education  to  meet  new  and  increased  de- 
mands must  be  comprehensive  enough  to  promote  the  physical 
well-being  of  all  citizens,  to  eliminate  illiteracy,  to  teach  the 
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English  language  as  the  common  means  of  communication,  to 
fit  all  individuals  for  vocational  efficiency  and  for  the  wise  use 
pf  leisure,  to  cultivate  democratic  habits  of  social  relationship, 
to  develop  in  all  a  high  sense  of  the  privileges  and  responsi- 
bilities of  citizenship,  and  to  equalize  and  enrich  educational 
opportunity  throughout  the  nation. 

"When  the  masses  are  educated  in  accordance  with  this 
program  there  will  be  no  danger  to  democracy  from  them  and 
less  danger  from  the  idle  rich  and  idle  wise.  The  ideal  of 
democracy  is  for  the  masses  to  work  so  well  and  think  so  clearly 
that  their  working  together  and  thinking  together  will  form 
eeffctive  factors  in  orderly  progress." 

To  meet  these  demands  a  bill  has  already  been  presented  in 
the  National  Congress  providing  as  follows  : — 

1.  For  the  removal  of  illiteracy,  $7,500,000  annually. 

2.  For  the  Americanization  of  foreigners,  $7,500,000  annually. 

3.  For  the  equalization  of  educational  opportunities  within 
the  several  States,  particularly  in  rural  and  village  schools, 
$50,000,000  annually. 

4.  To  cooperate  with  the  States  in  the  promotion  of  physical 
and  health  education  and  recreation,  $20,000,000  annually. 

5.  To  extend  and  improve  the  facilities  for  the  preparation  of 
teachers  for  public  schools,  and  particularly  the  rural  schools, 
$15,000,000  annually. 

6.  The  creation  of  an  Executive  Department  known  as  the 
Department  of  Education,  with  a  Secretary  in  the  President's 
Cabinet.  This  department  is  to  administer  the  educational 
work  of  the  Government  which  is  assigned  to  it. 

With  the  Nation  awakened  as  never  before  to  the  demands 
upon  our  schools,  we  may  see  the  solution  of  our  own  problems 
somewhat  more  clearly  and  in  their  proper  perspective,  by  look- 
ing at  them  in  the  light  of  this  larger  view. 

Some  may  think  that  the  crisis  in  the  supply  of  teachers  is 
now  over,  but  we  must  remember  that  there  has  been  an  un- 
usual advance  in  wages  of  all  kinds  in  the  business  world  and 
many  men  called  from  the  schools  to  war  will  not  return  to 
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school  work  except  in  the  higher  salaried  positions.  Woman's 
work  too  has  been  greatly  enlarged  in  its  scope  and  its  finan- 
cial returns.  Moreover  in  the  past  few  years  fewer  women 
have  entered  college  because  of  the  competition  of  business. 
The  demands  for  college  graduates  will  be  many  more  than 
before  the  war  and  the  wages  much  higher. 

The  attendance  upon  our  normal  schools  has  fallen  very  low, 
so  that  this  source  for  grade  school  teachers  will  not  be  as  well 
supplied  as  hitherto. 

Another  problem  besides  that  of  providing  teachers  for  the 
regular  grade  and  high  schools  is  that  of  training  our  new- 
comers to  read  and  write  English  and  through  these  means  give 
them  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  American 
thought  and  ideals.  The  discovery  of  a  large  proportion  of  our 
population  unable  to  benefit  by  the  written  or  oral  word  of  our 
common  speech  has  moved  our  National  Congress  to  consider 
the  appropriation  above  indicated. 

This  problem  especially  interests  Shirley  and  steps  have  al- 
ready been  taken  to  provide  evening  classes  for  those  who  do 
not  understand  English.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  an 
agent  whose  activities  is  entirely  given  to  this  work.  He  has 
been  formulating  plans  for  teaching  that  promise  better  success 
than  heretofore  has  been  secured,  but  has  not  been  able  to  sug- 
gest anyone  to  serve  us  as  teacher  of  the  method.  It  will 
probably  be  necessary  for  us  to  use  the  ordinary  teacher  and 
do  the  best  we  can.  I  trust  another  year  may  find  better 
facilities  and  teachers  trained  for  this  special  work  available 
for  our  use. 

With  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  those  teachers  who  have 
given  of  their  service  to  the  schools  in  spite  of  the  alluring 
offers  in  other  fields,  and  with  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
given  me  by  your  committee  through  a  very  trying  time  of 
school  administration  I  submit  this  report  for  your  considera- 
tion.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music

Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Super- 
visor of  Music. 

The  work  has  been  carried  on  in  much  the  same  manner  as 
last  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  expect  to  be  able  to  state 
that  each  grade  has  completed  its  assigned  work. 

The  school  events  of  the  year  have  been  colored  by  war  con- 
ditions, and  before  many  weeks  had  passed  a  need  for  patriotic 
music  was  felt.  Many  of  the  standard  and  the  best  of  the 
patriotic  popular  songs  were  learned.  These  songs  were  not  of 
as  high  a  standard  as  generally  given  or  desired  under  normal 
conditions,  but  I  have  seriously  felt  that  they  gave  to  each  and 
every  pupil  an  inspiration  and  an  " up-to-date"  awakening, 
American  spirit  that  no  other  songs  or  material  could  give. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  work.

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School  Physician's  Report 


The  importance  of  the  systematic  examination  of  school 
children  is  emphasized  by  the  recent  state  and  federal  legisla- 
tion on  the  subject.  The  care  of  the  child's  body  must  go  hand 
in  hand  with  the  training  of  his  mind.  The  most  necessary 
means  of  preserving  the  health  of  school  children  is  to  prepare 
proper  housing  for  our  schools. 

Well  lighted  and  ventilated  school  rooms,  with  proper  toilet 
and  lavatory  equipment  are  essential  to  the  health  and  morale 
of  our  children. 

Every  physician  knows  that  the  schools  are  unfortunately  a 
great  medium  for  the  spread  of  communicable  diseases. 

It  becomes  therefore  the  duty  of  the  town  to  reduce  this 
danger  to  a  minimum  by  carefully  watching  for  disease  car- 
riers and  excluding  them  from  school  by  keeping  the  clothing 
of  each  child  separate  as  far  as  possible  from  that  of  others  and 
by  teaching  and  insisting  upon  cleanliness  of  all  children  ad- 
mitted to  our  schools. 

Our  buildings  now  in  use  are  old  and  not  fitted  with  modern 
sanitation,  but  we  hope  that  as  soon  as  conditions  are  restored 
to  normal  after  the  trouble  of  war  times,  the  town  will  be  able 
to  build  a  school  house  that  will  be  all  that  is  required  for  the 
proper  sanitation  of  our  children. 

Since  April  1st  last  we  have  had  the  services  of  a  public 
health  nurse,  who  visits  the  schools  every  morning  and  who 
sends  home  and  calls  to  the  attention  of  the' school  physician 
all  children  who  have  any  symptoms  of  illness. 
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The  nurse  also  calls  at  the  homes  of  absentees  to  ascertain  if 
the  absent  scholar  is  ill  and  to  enable  her  to  know  if  there  are 
any  cases  of  communicable  diseases  not  reported. 

The  school  physician  recommends  the  employment  of  a  den- 
tist to  examine  the  teeth  of  the  children  and  recommend 
proper  treatment  of  defective  teeth. 

The  eyes  and  ears  of  the  children  have  been  examined  and  a 
general  examination  of  the  children  is  now  in  progress,  some 
delay  being  caused  by  a  request  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service  that  we  use  a  special  record  card  in  use  by  them 
throughout  the  country.  The  cards,  after  some  delay,  are  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  nurse  and  the  necessary  data  is  being  rap- 
idly obtained. 

We  have  been  very  free  from  any  epidemic  of  children's 
diseases  during  the  year,  having  had  only  sporadic  cases  at 
different  times. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1918,  we  were  obliged  to  close 
the  schools  of  the  village  on  account  of  the  great  pandemic  of 
influenza  that  swept  over  the  country. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee 
the  schools  were  closed  for  four  weeks  and  were  reopened  when 
the  danger  of  infection  had  apparently  passed. 

If  we  have  the  attention  of  a  school  nurse  another  year, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  health  of  the  school  children  will  be 
greatly  conserved. 

We  have  enforced  the  vaccination  law  the  past  year  and 
wish  to  call  the  attention  of  all  parents  and  guardians  that 
children  will  not  be  admitted  to  school  unless  successfully  vac- 
cinated.
